upon the DD/P hut which did not pertain to the foreign intelligence 
programs. This is also in accordance with Bill Bundy's understand: .ng 
of the scope of the paper. 

3. We have taken into account informal suggestions of Hugh Farley 
of the NSC f accepting most, rejecting some. One of his suggestions was 
an introduction along the lines of the attached introduction.
